Dome cars operated by Amtrak could be substantially improved by minor changes 
in design, Such design changes need not be costly, and would result in substan- 
tial increases in the pleasure of the traveling public. 

With the end of smoking privileges in the dome sections, ashtrays in the arm 
rests and built into the rear of preceding seats should be eliminated. "No 
Smoking" signs should not be placed in dome windows, but rather on bulkheads or 
on the rear sections of seats. 

Night lights, now usually of small white bulbs at the aisle level, should be re- 
placed with blue lights, such as UP formerly used in late model coaches. These 
would reduce reflection glare on the windows at night, which greatly reduces the 
pleasure of night viewing, As a passenger aboard the CANADIAN, | found that time- 
tables or newspapers could cover such lights and greatly improve the pleasure of 
afteresundown viewing. 

Foot rests could be removed, Taking a cue from the "Architecture of Inconveni- 
ence” used in designing lunch counter stools at stores like Woolworth's (designed 
to promote rapid turnover), | would remove footrests from the domes, Not only 
would this help increase turnover a bit in the limited facilities, but it would 
also eliminate the irritating "clankeclank-clank® noise that children seem to en- 
joy producing all too often. 

Dome interiors should be painted a dark color to help reduce reflections into 
the glass that reduce viewing pleasure. A major offender in this area was the 
otherwise almost flawless EMPIRE BUILDER dome coach. Its bright yellow paint on 
dome bulkheads and stringers produced more reflection than the otherwise stimu- 
lating and cheery tones were worth. 


DOMES VS. BI-LEVELS 

Antrak's present planning, overlooking the dome car, may be setting aside the 
single most important development in rail travel since devetopment of the air 
brake, or air conditioning, or both, Nothing spurred public re-interest in rail- 
roads after World War Il as much as the advent of the dome car; and many believe 
that the dome car helped resist the decline in traffic in the 1960's more than 
any single other passenger train feature. 

A man's magazine once quoted retired Union Pacific President Stoddard (who had 
ordered the line's 40-some dome cars in 1955) in saying that domes had attracted 
substantial additional patronage "Even where we didn't have much scenery." 

While the bi-level coach now being developed for long distance trains will have 
an important role to play in increasing long distance revenue, it cannot, and 
should not be considered as the successor to the dome car. 

The bi-level coach will be most successful on routes not overly endowed with 
scenery, It will be decreasingly useful in attracting passengers as the propor- 
tion of major scenic attractions increases. Thus, the bi-level would be inap- 
propriate for the CALIFORNIA ZEPHYR route, or along the "Thousand Miles of Moun- 
tains" of the NORTH COAST HIAWATHA route, page 5 


Rather than dividing Amtrak equipment orders into large blocks of rolling stock 
under the general labels "corridor" or "long distance," additional refinements in 
planning should be instituted. One such refinement might be the "Scenic Dome 
Train” category, Failure by Amtrak to develop such a concept might lead, eventu~ 
ally, to requests that Congress itself institute such a concept. 

On a "Scenic Dome Train" route, bi-level cars would be limited in use, or per= 
haps eliminated entirely. This would lead to development of the nore convention- 
al type of dome train, On some routes, where the amount of scenery is somewhat 
limited, one or two dome coaches might be included ahead of bi-level coaches.

The opportunities are substantial to develop a reasonable mix of equipment, 
including the matching of dome capacity te scenic niles. Such concepts would 
represent a gradual replacement of "quantity? thinking at Astrak with hand- 
crafting" or "fine tuning" of consists to make Amtrak trains truly distinctive.

TRAINS WITH SOME DOMES:. Many rail routes, while not featuring scenery in 
large amounts, nevertheless contain enough viewing interest to justify sone 
dome cars. in such trains, one or two dome coaches of the regular existing 
design might be placed ahead of several bi-level coaches, Union Pacific, for 
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all practical purposes, admitted its routes were somewhat deficient in scenery 
by placing only one dome coach each, for instance, on its CITY OF LOS ANGELES, 
CITY OF PORTLAND, and CITY OF ST. LOUIS trains, Were these runs to be operated 
by Amtrak, they might be considered for bi-level coaches preceeded in the con- 
sist by one or two dome coaches. On these runs, the importance of the comfort 
and operating economies of the bi-level car overshadow, but do not completely 
eliminate, the dome car. 

NON-DOME TRAINS: Some routes would be considered deficient enough in scenic 
attractions that a completely successful passenger train operation could be 
conducted without domes. Any need for additional viewing convenience on such 
runs could be met by including a car such as the EL CAPITAN lounge, which ine 
cluded high windows, partially curved into the roof lines. 

The above categories would, of course, be subject to review and change; but 
might well initially represent the most feasible means of allocating scarce re- 
sources during a period in which the demand for new Amtrak rolling stock will 
be very hich from all quarters--including Amtrak executives, passengers, and 
Congress. Making the above types of distinctions will help ensure that when it 
comes to new equipment, Amtrak will not be "throwing out the baby with the bath" 
nor making sudden decisions that will be repented in leisure, when it comes to 
domes, 


VARIOUS TYPES OF DOMES 


By far the most popular type of dome car in the United States has been the 
Budd-built "short dome," which has been used on many dome trains, including the 
Zephyr runs, NORTH COAST LIMITED, EMPIRE BUILDER, CANADIAN, among the most well- 
known, This dome seats 24 persons under a roof line just about 20 feet in

length. This dome has been worked into coach, lounge-dormitory , 
lor, and sleeper] ounge=obser vation configurations. 

A sinilar desi gn was developed by ACF for Union Pacific and Wabash, and feat- 
ured a roof line some 24 feet in length, offering additional spaciousness for the 
same 24 seats, The ACF dome also featured windows which began slightly lower ade 
jacent to the seats, and ended in a larger covered area above the aisle. This 
meant that one single curved glass panel on each side did the work of two such 
glass panels-in the Budd dome, Side Viewing'was easier, and the larer covered 
top panel helped shield more rays from direct sun overhead. 


Development of a new dome prototype by Amtrak would require close review of 
both designs, as well as the flat-glass model produced by Pullman-Standard. 
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The Budd design allowed from 46 to 56 seats on the main seating level of a 
coach; whereas the ACF dome, as it was larger, reduced seating to only 36 in the 
coach model used on Union Pacific.

Custom built from the frames of standard passenger cars, 
the dome enclosed not only a raised observation level, but also the bevera 
lounae on the main floor, This latter feature created a high ceiling of glass, 
which was an exceptionally distinctive feature. This type of car would be ideal 
for low-clearance routes in the east; and in the west could be added to the cone 
sists of regular long distance trains adjacent to flattop lounges. (One disad- 
vantage of the SP design was the relatively restricted front and rear vision. 

In the late 1960's, CN added full domes westbound at Edmonton to SUPER CONTIN=

Judging from this report (from the Seattle Times), Canadian railways are not have 
ing as much advertising impact south of the border as they might think. One diffi- 
culty may be the scarcity of Canadian railway ticket offices in the U.S. 


OUR LAST ISSUE reported on the April 4 blizzard and its relatively minor effect 
upon rail service.

RIDING THE’ NEW' ADIRONDACK

Sunday, April 27 was the first run of the "new® ADIRONDACK to Montreal, and | 
decided to sample the inaugural runs of the Delaware & Hudson dining cars out of 
Grand Central, Until then the Montreal passengers had departed GOT at 8:30am 
aboard the EMPIRE STATE EXPRESS, as often as not having to change at Albany-Rens- 
selaer because no thru car had been provided even tho scheduled, Northbound, 
Montreal passengers could enjoy the EMPIRE STATE's dining car (ex-CZ 8051 has re- 
cently been running in this service) until the D&H Skyline coffee shop was added 
to the Canadian section at Albany; southbound, passengers had been forced to sur- 
vive the dinner hour with a poorly stocked Antrak snack bar coach, The April 27 
timetable provides for the ADIRONDACK to operate as a separate train in both dir- 
ections, with the recently-renovated D& dining cars running thru into GCT, 

The first northbound run was a disappointment, Because of some malfunction, the 
diner had not been sent south the night before, so the train makeup was PC FL-9 
#328 (in New Haven cclors), Amtrak snack bar 3959, New York NTA coach 2454, and 
DAH coach 34, A modest crowd boarded. We picked up a dribbling of people along 
the way, and arrived in Albany some 10min late with about 30 going further north, 
The weather, which had been beautiful for the scenic ride up the Hudson, was as- 
unin its nares une eat re a breezy chill set in as the station 
switcher remade the train wi H PA #19, D&H diner 41 "Saratoga Inn," M 
2270, and the 2454 and 34 carried thru fron New York. I Ee ey ye cee 
diner to beg a quick lunch in the 45min before arrival in Mechanicville, my desti- 
nation for the day. 

| must say | was shocked, The ex-Rio Grande diner lounge had been rebuflt by 
Hoover Interiors in Miami into what | believe is the prettiest dining car running 
on Amtrak today, The exterior is smoothside, the original fluting having been re- 
moved when body cancer was discovered during rebuilding, and the highly polished 
blue and yellow color scheme of D&H was stunning. Inside, the predominant colors 
are chocolate and red, with the rich brown carpeting covering the floor and most 
walls. The dining end has had the original triangular tables replaced with six 
standard 4-person tables, each with a table lamp, The table cloths are yellow with 
standard Amtrak red and blue napkins. The lounge end has been reconfigured into a 
miniature version of Amtrak's pubs, with the same warm colors and a varfaty of sin- 
gle, 2»persen and 4parson conversation groupings. The large pub chairs give the 
room a slightly cluttered look, but the effect is inviting, Drapes hang between 
windows in both the dining and pub ends of the car, 

Both diners are named (the other, #42, is "Adirondack Lodge") and the interiors 
are attractively decorated with historic pictures of scenes in and around its name= 
a renet, as Wia the, car pe in atts Best etter thy, M og aA si 
ape system was playing unobtrusively. The menu is the same elaborate French/En 
lish menu created by the D&H when the leased CP domes first went into service last 
August. It very impressively takes several pages to inform you that your choice 
for lunch is a minute steak or chicken ala king, plus a moderate list of hot and 
cold sandwiches, In this non-Amtrak atmosphere the waiters, attired in standard 
Amtrak red jackets, looked slightly out of place, Service was excellent. Upon 
sitting down, | was brought a glass of iced water--really a large goblet. l ord- 
ered white wine and received it, properly chilled, with another chilled glass--not, 
unfortunately, a wine glass. A sandwich and fruit bow] made an adequate, and sate 
isfactorily speedy, lunch. 

The schedule gave about 14-hour layover at Mechanicville, which the Amtrak tine- 
table describes at great length as being a flag stop at XO Tower at the south end 
of the DéH Hest rts The O&H's bicentennial unit #1776 came in from a freight 
run, its white trucks not yet soverely gim. The DEH hostess, Ellyn Freeman, had 
told me that the road plans to use #1778 to pull the ADIRONDACK for a few days 
around the Fourth of July. 
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The southbound train was nearly 30min late and consisted of PA #17, diner #42 
"Adirondack Lodge," ex-Erie coach #1012, ex-DLE&W coach #32, and another MTA car. 
The train was fairly full, and included a group of 24 travel agents on an Amtrak 
"familiarization" tour. With that group the lounge was pretty lively! The makeup 
of the train necessitated considerable switching in Albany, because the diner and 
last two coaches were going to New York, but not the friction-bearing equipped 
#1012, which Amtrak refuses to carry on its own trains, Si Mae 

The weather was again turning sunny, and | looked forward with great anticipation 
to the ride down the Hudson, enjoying the ambience of a fine dining car. Nor was | 
to be let down, The car, which remained full until about Harmon, was offering a 
very nice complete steak dinner for $5.25, and | thoroughly enjoyed it and several 
drinks as we raced down the water level toward New York and home. 

The ADIRONDACK is an unusual train. It is a part of the Amtrak system, and its 
operating costa are heavily subsidized by Amtrak, yet the train retains an image 
of total independence, with its state-renovatec DAH equipment, DEH menus, D&H china 
in the diner, and D&H guard who accompanies the dining car to Grand Central each 
night to protect it from the unknown dangers of the "foreign" city. The D&H host- 
esses are unusually friendly, and assured me that dome cars would soon return--in 
DAH colors, ! assume--for the scenic summer trips, | hope so; the train deserves 
the finest equipment available.

OUR MAILBOX IS bursting with responses to our train rating survey. If you haven't 
sent yours in, why not do it now? (see rear cover for detaits) The results are 
looking interesting already, and we'll publish them in RIN as soon as possible.....

The exterior is smoothside, the original fluting having been re- 
moved when body cancer was discovered during rebuilding, and the highly polished 
blue and yellow color scheme of D&H was stunning, Inside, the predominant colors 
are chocolate and red, with the rich brown carpeting covering the floor and most 
walls. The dining end has had the original triangular tables replaced with six 
standard 4-person tables, each with a table lamp. The table cloths are yellow with 
standard Amtrak red and blue napkins. The lounge end has been reconfigured into a 
miniature version of Amtrak's pubs, with the same warm colors and a variety of sin- 
gle, 2«persen and -person conversation groupings.

Both diners are named (the other, #42, is "Adirondack Lodge") and the interiors 
are attractively decorated with historic pictures of scenes in and around its name= 
sake resort, as well as the car name in white block lettering, An excellent stereo 
tape system was playing unobtrusively. The menu is the same elaborate French/Eng- 
lish menu created by the D&H when the leased CP domes first went into service last 
August.

These custome 
ized dones remain in active service, The three sleepers ("Moonlight Dome,” "Sun 
light Dome,” and "Starlight Dome") and one coach observation (*cinoma®) are with 
Antrak; and coach observation "Big Ben" is owned by Butterworth Tours and used on 
Rock Island trains from Chicago {recently it was damaged in a ainor sideswipe, and 
reportedly will be leased to D&H for the ADIRONDACK after repair}, The sixth car
